Most goals scored in the Philips 
League are the result of defensive 
blunders, rather than good build- 
up play. The reason is that we 
have a shortage of players with 
the ability to construct such bulld- 
ups. 


But before | go on, allow ma ta 
make a wuick comment about 
strikers, They are not players who 
stend around up front waiting for 
a chance to shoot at goal. The 
modern striker is a -hard runner 
who can participate all over the 
field and who can challenge for 
the ball on the ground and in the 
air as well as score goals. 

But in the final analysis, it does 
not matter whether the goals 
come from strikers, midfielders, 
full backs or even centre backs. 
Any of these players can score 
providing there is a playmaker 
who can create the chances. 


In looking for a playmaker for 
the national team, we should look 
to a type like Joe Picionane of 
Footscray. 


He has incredible skill, he plays 
some unbelievable through pass- 
es, he is cheeky — a real devil on 
the field, a devil who can do as he 
likes on a good day. 


In Picioane’s case, all he needs 
is more personal discipline. 


Peter Boyle of West Adelaide 
also comes close to the class~ 
ification of midfield playmaker. 


He has fantastic rhythm but he 
is more an aggressive, offensive 
type rather than a man who can 
Stand on the ball, and organise his 
fallows. 


Jimmy Rooney of Marconi is 
still a great match-meker, John 
Stevenson of Hakoah is.a domi- 
nant figure and Peter Stone of 
Western Suburbs may fit into this 
category to a certain extent, al- 
though he doesn't dictate play as 
much as he should.

he outstanding 
eitesee of New- 
castle’s Ken Boden in 
this year’s Philips 
League has surprised 
many people, possi- 
bly even Boden him- 
self. 


The reason for this surprise 
is the players background. 

Boden played in England 
with several non-league clubs 
and for lower division Foot- 
ball League club Doncaster 
Rovers. 

This background does not 
suggest a player who not only 
became the league’s joint top 
scorer with 14 goals but also 
won the ‘Soccer Action” 
individual rating as the best 
player in the league. 

Boden’s average match 
rating was 7.8, ahead of West 
Adelaide captain Neil 
McGachey, 7.7 and over- 
seas stars Zdravko Lujic 
(Footscray) 7.65 and Rob- 
erto Vieri (Marconi), 7.62. 

A jook at Boden’s playing 
style and his physical build 
gives the clues to his success 
here. 

Boden is highly skilled in 
one of the arts which has 
almost disappeared from the 
English game-dribbling. 

The heavy conditions 
which prevail in England for 
part of the season discourage 
dribbling, so dogs the ‘one- 
touch’ English style where the 
emphasis is on quick inter- 
Passing.

that soccer is a “passing ga- 
me.” 

It is not. 

It is a running, dribbling, 
tackling, shooting, receiving 
AND passing game. 

This oversimplification of 
the game is what has turned 
the English game into such a 
predictable stereotype. 

The English are now des- 
perately trying to bring back 
the art of dribbling and re- 
ceiving the ball on the turn by 
outlawing the cynical and 
brutal tackles from behind 
which have inhibited these 
skills for so !ong. 


In Australia tackling is not 
so fierce and the light 
grounds encourage dribbling, 
as do team playing styles. 


Boden now finds his deli- 
cate skills and frail physique 
are not punished so cruelly by 
heavy tackling and by heavy 
grounds. 

Therein lies the major 
reason for his success. 

The other is that he has 
always been a goalscorer. 

For every team in which he 
played, even if some were of 
a fairly lowly level, he has 
always scored goals. 

This is a trait of all true 
goalscorers — they will 
always score goals, no matter 
where they play, so long as 
they are not completely out of 
their depth. 

Boden is obviously not out 
of his depth here in Australia. 
On the contrary, in his late 
20's he has at Jast found him- 
self and probably wishes he 
had come here 10 years ago.

| first met Jim Adam many 
years ago in England when | was 
a@ young player with Newcastle 
United. 

He came to Newcastle on a 
trial and we roomed together in a 
Stoke hotel before a game against 
Stoke City reserves. 

He did not pass his trial and 
went back to his native Scotland, 
eventually to return to England 
where he made a big impact with 
Aston Villa. 

Eventually we both came to 
Australia where we met sporad- 
ically until two yéars ago he told 
me he was sick of the amateurism 
of Australian soccer and was 
going to give the UK another go. 


He went back to his native 
Scotland and was doing quite 
well till he was tempted back to 
Australia with the promise by Fitz- 
roy that with the start of the 
Nationa! league things would now 
be different in Australian soccer. 


He found that yes, the playing 
Standards were better in the 
Philips league and so were the 
pitches, but the old boardroom 
pressures and inefficiences re- 


mained while the player attitudes 
had not changed overnight. 


This is still the case and he has 
had his problems at West Adel- 
aide. 

Tha instability of many of our 
soccer clubs and the enormous 
Pressures to succaed make 
coaching an extremely hazardous 
Operation in Australia today. 


Several coaches, such as John 
Warren, Rale RAasic, Dave 
Maclaren and | are building a 
business base which will give us a 
financial foundation which will 
protect us from the turbulence of 
the coaching scene. 


New national coach, Rudi 


Gutendorf, has been abie to do 
the same through his mammoth 
earnings around the world. 

To have financia! independence 
and freedom of movement that 
allows time for the intense com- 
mitment of modem soccer has 
been my goal for the past three 
years, just as | know it has been 
for Warren and Rasic. 

Jim. Adam does not yet have 
such independence but he has 
achieved the ultimate in soccer 
coaching — his country’s top 
soccer title, the Philips league. 

It must afford him tremendous 
satisfaction after all the hills and 
hollows he has travelled in thase 
recent years.

WE WON'T GIVE 
OP IDENTITY 


SYDNEY’S Croatia has something in- 
valuable to offer to the Philips League — 
but at a price which the national com- 
petition’s management may be inclined to 


refuse. 

The precious commodity 
which NSW’s premier State 
League outfit has is a hard 
core, regular crowd running 
into the thousands - som- 
thing which most of the 
harbor city’s PSL clubs look 
upon with envy. 

So why the doubts about 
a future in the “big lea- 
gue’? 

The reason is Croatia 
would enter only under its 
present name, according to 
club president, Tony Basic. 

“We won't even think 
about the PSL until 1980 
as our club needs the right 
sort of setup in the top gra- 
de,” he said.

Star-studded New York Cosmos was given a merciless mauling by 
the German Press after they had lost 1-7 to Franz Beckenbauer’s 
former club Bayern Munich on tour. 


In the interests of a good 
laugh, we reprint part of an 
article that appeared fast 
week in “Der Spiegel”, the 
German equivalent of the 
U.S. news magazines *’Ti- 
me’ and “Newsweek”. 


The article quotes Beckenbauer as 
saying: “Look, we are the only team 
in the world that guarantees a lot of 
goals. Unfortunately, most of them 
are scored against us. We sleep in 
the plane and on the field but in be- 
tween we work hard, rushing from 
one reception to another.” 


For the night of the open gaols, the 
American champions of 1977 and 
1978 collected more than any clubin 
history. In Munich, the American's 
share of the money paid by 79,000 
spectators was about $150,000. 

In all guest games, the U.S. 
champions collect 60 per cent of the 
gate and almost 100 per cent of the 
goals. 


In Munich, you were entitled to 
laugh about Beckenbauer’s team. 

“tf | were their coach,” said Bayern 
Munich coach Gyula Lorant, “| 


would put rat poison in the half-time 
drinks of all the players except Beck- 
enbauer.” 


As Beckenbauer entered the dres- 
sing rooms before the game, he 
found three players “who | had never 
before seen at our club” Apparently 
they had been signed by Cosmos 
somewhere between Buenos Aires 
and Munich. 


“In that tired world eleven, | feel 
sorry for Franz,” said Bayern Munich 
star Paul Breitner. 


Cosmos goalkeeper Jack Brand 
said: “| have in front of me a defence 
which swears in English, Turkish, 
Portuguese, italian and Spanish.” 

Brand himself showed up as an ex- 
ceptionally agile goalkeeper. The only 
trouble was, his acrobatic leaps had 
little to do with the flight of the ball. 

When the ball whistles into the net 
on the right, Brand flies towards the 
left post. If the ball comes at him low, 
Brand punches up at the crossbar. 

He was replaced in the second half 
by the Turk, Erol Yasin who, while 
watching Bayern’s exciting forward 
play. forgot what it was that he was 
there for. 

But the other players found ori- 


entation a little easier. 

For example, if they smelled garlic, 
they knew that they were being 
chased by one of the Yugoslavs, Via- 
dislay Bogicevic or Fred Grgurev. 


When peppermint was in the wind, 
they knew they were being persued 
by the Englishman, Dennis Tueart 
who chews gum incessantly. 


And when the overweight Italian 
Giorgio Chinaglia, was panting and 
puffing, the smell of whiskey wafted 
all the way to goalkeeper Sepp 
Maier. 


“Genuine and good football will 
not exist in the United States for at 
least 10 years, or until local boys ad- 
vance into the senior teams,” said 
Beckenbauer. 

“We are hard to beat only on our 
own ground. Bayern Munich will find 
that out when we play the return 
game next year.” 


Most American clubs play on 
grounds of artificial turf that are 15 
metres shorter and 10 metres narro- 
wer than they are in Europe.

When father supports a team which is the arch 
rival of the club for which his son plays, conflict 


would seem unavoidable. 


But at Kondarios family get-togethers, every- 
thing is rosy when soccer crops up im conversation. 


Jim  Kondarios’ father. 
Paul, is an avid South Mel- 
bourne supporter, even 
though his son plays for Foot- 
scray. But when South Mel- 
bourne and Footscray clash, 
Kondarios senior swings his 
allegiance to his son’s club. 

As a result, there are no ar- 
4guments between father and 
son, although Paul may have 
had trouble keeping a straight 
face during games between 
the two teams this season. 

The reason: South Mel- 
bourne hammered six goals 
past Footscray without reply 
and took maximum points 
from two games. 

But deep down, Kondarios 
senior has some feeling for 
Footscray. After all, he ad- 
vised his son to join Footscray 
instead of Fitzroy Utd when 
big Jim was on the market 
after leaving Keilor Austria. 

Jim heeded his father’s 
advice and hasn't looked 
back. 


* 
* 
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Kondarios is the man 
mountain in the Footscray 
defence. The Greek-born 
backman is superlative in 
heading duels and a rock- 
hard tackler, with his reliabi- 
lity being surpassed only by 
his determination. 

Kondarios built up an ex- 
cellent understanding with 
his recently-retired, defensive 
partner Jim is. The two 
were towers of strength in 
Footscray sides over the past 
four years. 

“Jim (Kriaris) and | had a 
good understanding,” said 
Kondarios. “As soon as | ar- 
rived at Footscray | hit it off 
‘with him because we were 
the only Greeks in the team. 
We'd always stick together 
and that way we learmt to 
read each other's game.” 

Now that Kriaris has re- 
tired, who’s likely to fill his 
position? 

“Zoran tlioski has played 
some good games as sweep- 





er,” said Jim, “And he could 
probably take over. 

“Zokki has great potential 
and we have worked well 
whenever he’s had to play in 
defence. A lot of people think 
he doesn’t tackle hard 
enough to be a good defender 
but believe me, if he’s told to 
tackle hard then he does.” 

Kondarios added that the 
club was looking for players 
from overseas and that a new 
defender may be brought to 
Footscray. 

“But | think our defence 
is good enough,” he con- 
tinued. ’"What we need is 
a good striker and a mid- 
field general. With two top 
players and a few less 
injury problems, Footscray 
would be among the top 
teams in the league.” 

Obviously Jimmy Rooney 
would come into that midfield 
general category. 

‘Without a doubt, Rooney 
would fit into our team per- 
fectly,” said Jim. “He has the 
experience and know-how to 
direct traffic on the field and 
we have the youngsters to do 
the running for him.” 

Kondarios is now 27, and 
in his fourth year with Foot- 
scray. On the field he concen- 
trates on the job in hand and 
shows very little emotion. 
He’s a hard man, but you 
could never accuse him of 
being dirty. However it must 
be added that you'd rarely 
see big Jim apologising for 
one of his tackles. 

That's his style: play it hard 
and let the rest take care of 
itself. 

Off the field he’s a likeable 
honest and uncomplicated 
guy. This is reflected in his at- 
titude towards Footscray and 
to soccer in general. 

"1 think Wil probably 
spend the rest of my 
career with Footscray,” 
said Jim. “It would be 
very difficult to leave the 
club because the atmos- 
phere is great and | have 
many friends there. 

“Footscray might not be 
the best paying club around 
but money isn't everything. 
I'm happy to be with Foot- 
scray, and that’s what is im- 
portant.” 

And on his ambitions in 
soccer: 

“Vd like to represent 
Australia,"" he said, ‘but 
then every player in Aust- 
ralia probably has similar 
ambitions. I'll take things 
as they come.” 

Jim Kondarios was born in 
a small town in northern 
Greece. He learnt his early 
soccer in the streets but 
didn’t play in an organised 
club team until he came to 
Australia. 

As a boy, he supported 
Olympiakos but because his 
village was a long way from 
the main soccer venues in 
Greece, he never saw his 
idols play. 
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and played in the club’s 
under 18 team. 

Kondarios’ ability soon 
caught the attention of 
Croatia’s coaches and after 
half a season with the under 
18 team, he started playing in 
the reserve side. 

It wasn't long before Kon- 
darios got into the first team, 
which at the time was one of 
the strongest in the State 


League. 
The young Kondarios lined 
up alongside Jimmy 


Mackay and Bill Vojtek, 
two former Socceroos, Bill 
McArthur, the current coach 
of Essendon Croatia, Horst 
Rau, Frank Bot and 
Hammy McMeschan to 
name a few. 

Kondarios played for one 
and a half seasons in the 
Croatia first team, but then 
came Croatia’s expulsion in 
1972. 

“The decision to expel the 
club wasn't fair,” said Jim. 
“There were people who 
were out to get Croatia, and 
they blew up the whole thing. 
| can remember times when 
Footscray supporters made 
more trouble than Croatia’s, 
but Croatia was the only cjub 
that got punsihed.” 

|. asked Jim whether he'd 
ever run into trouble because 
he’s played for both Croatia 
and Footscray JUST, which 
don’t enjoy a friendly relat- 
ionship with each other. 

“I've never been involved 
in any of that rivalry,” he an- 
swered, “and | think that 
people should forget about it. 
Politics and sport don‘t mix.” 

Among the confusion and 
legal wrangles associated 
with Croatia’s expulsion, the 
players were overlooked. 

Jim spent the second half 
of the 1972 season with 
Parkville in the Sunday 
League and overall it just 
wasn't his year. 

After failing to pay a $50 
fine, Parkville was expelled! 

“All the Parkville players 
and supporters would go to 
parties until all hours of the 
morning,” said Jim, “then roll 
up at the ground the next day. 
A lot of the time, the suppor- 
ters were drunk during the 
game.” 

Kondarios returned to 
top soccer for the 1973 
season’ Already he had 
made a name for himself, 
and Canberra Croatia was 
prepared to fly him up to 
the national capital to play 
each week. 

“First of all | told Canberra 
Croatia that’! would play for 
them,” said Jim, “but my 
mother didn’t like the idea of 
me flying interstate every 
weekend, 

“One Saturday night | went 
to a dance with a few friends. 
When | got there, two Keilor 
Austraia officials approached 
me, and said they wanted me 
to play for Austria. 

“| asked them how did 
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otscray star chased

Kondarios agreed terms 
with Keilor Austria on the 
spot, then enjoyed his night 
out. 

The next morning there 
was a knock on his door. It 
was the president of Canberra 
Croatia, who had come to 
take Jim back to the ACT! 
Jim explained the situation 
and the Canberra man left 
disappointed. 

Kondarios saddled up for 
his first season with Austria 
but the Keilor club struggled, 
finishing 11th. 

"There were never any out- 
standing players in the team,” 
said Jim. “Mostly we had left- 
overs who came to Austria to 
make a few dollars.” 

“One guy trained for 
one night, was given a 
couple of hundred dollars 
as a signing on fee and 
was never seen again. 

“At the start of 1974, | 
knew we would do badly 
again unless the club got 
some players. They bought 
Jock Goodwin who was 4 
good player, and there was 
talk of two German imports 
being flown in. But the club 
decided the team was good 
enough.” 

Kondarios was right; Aust- 
ria struggled and was rele- 
gated from the State League. 

Kondarios rightly thought 
that playing in the First Divi- 
sion wouldn't do his career 
any good, so he decided to 
transfer. ; 

“Fitzroy Utd and Footscray 
both asked me to train with 
them,”” said Jim, “but my 
father told me to steer clear 
of Fitzroy. I'd. had a bit of 
trouble before with Fitzroy. 
The club was all talk and no 
action, so | decided to join 
Footscray.” 

Jim quickly settled in at 
Footscray and the BIG ‘K’ 
combination — Kondarlos and 
Kriaris — was into action. 

Kondarios explained how 
the two Jims used to operate 
on the field. 

‘When we were defending 
against free kicks or corner 
kicks, or when the other team 
had pushed us back into our 
own penalty area,” said Kon- 
darios, “I'd mark the tallest 
forward, and Jim would pick 
up someone else jn the area. 

“But | don’t like shadowing 
a forward for the whole 
game. It's better to defend a 
space than to chase another 
guy around the field for 90 
minutes.” 

Kondarios added that apart 
from the procedure at corner 
or free kick situations, he and 
Kriaris would defend as the 
need arose, and didn’t worry 
about plans and tactics. 

On his dislike of man-to- 
man marking, he told of a 


“They beat us 5 - 0,” he 
said, “and the guy | was 
against just didn’t stand still 
for a moment. He had me 
chasing him all over the plac- 
6.” 

Kondarios is a regular in 
the Victorian team and has 
played 10 games, including 
matches against Dundee, At- 
romitos, Bologna, Tottenham 
Hotspur, Velez Mostar, Ben- 
fica and Glasgow Rangers. 


He was selected in an Aus- 
tralian ‘B’ X1 in a game 
against South Australia, 
which was a curtain-raiser to 
an Australia v Russia match, 
but has yet to be named in 
the full Socceroo squad. 


During his four years 
with Footscray, the club 
has won the State League 
Cup (twice), the Dockerty 
Cup and the Ampol Cup, 
and Kondarios has won 
the club’s best and fairest 
award. 


He names as his most diffi- 
cult opponents this season 
Dixie Deans of Adelaide City 
and Ken Boden of New- 
castle KB Utd, and added 
Frank Micic and Branko 
Buljevic as the finest players 
he’s seen at Footscray. 

“Deans is a master at using 
tricks to beat an opponent,” 
said Jim. “You can tell he’s 
played in tougher com- 
petitions overseas. 


“Soden is incredibly skilful, 
and can turn with a ball very 
quickly. 


“Micic was a top player, 
but | like Buljevic a fot be- 
cause he can get the ball and 


hold it, waiting for his team 3 
mates to support. Every team ; 
needs a striker who can do : 


that.” 

Although not a veteran, 
Kondarios has some very 
handy tips for young players. 

“I'm not the most skilful 


player arourd,”’ he admit- +: 


ted, “but I’ve made up for 
it with determination. It 


doesn’t matter if a player : 


is very skilful or has just 
ordinary skills, he must 
have the determination to 
keep fighting and to do the 
best he can. 

*WWe can coach juniors and 
start them off, but really it's 
up to the individual wheteher 


he makes it or not.” 


That attitude has got Jim 
Kondarios to the top, and will 
no doubt keep him there for 
many years to come.

If anyone deserved 
a good season in 
1978 it was unques- 
ticnably Western 
Suburbs’ livewire 
striker Clive Eaton, 
joint leading scorer in 


the national com- 
petition’s second 
year. 


The 26-year-old English- 
man‘s name was on the lips 
of soccer fans around the 
country as he raced New- 
castle United's Kenny Boden 
for the coveted honor of 
being Australian soccer's top 
sharpshooter. 


To many who watched his 
progress this year, Clive Eaton 
wae virtually a new face and & 
new name. 

It isn't a widely recognised fact 
that he has been playing in Aust- 
ralia since the beginning of the 
1974 season. 

In all those years, Clive must 
have earned himself the tag of 
Sydney soccer's unluckiest player. 

\ But that is getting ahead of 
ourselves. > 

Clive Eaton was a latecomer to 
competitive soccer. 

Back in his native Stoke he 
didn't come to anyone's attention 
in school soccer; that wasn't his 
cup of tea. 

His career began with one of 
English social life's grand old in- 
stitutions, the local pub team. 

Or, to be more accurate, two 
pub teams. 

On Saturdays Clive turned out 
with the Foley Arms, doubling up 
in the colors of the Old Mill on 
Sundays. 

At this stage he started giving 
some thought to playing for hard 
cash instead of pints of bitter and 
lager and Clive put out feelers 
towards Port Vale, a well-known 
club in the lower regions of the 
English League. 


However, fate — in the form of 
Stoke City centre-half Dennis 
Smith — intervened. 

Smith spotted Clive in one of 
the local derbies and racommend- 
ed him to Stoke City manager 
Tony Waddington. 

Waddington and his scouts 
took a look, liked what they saw 
and Clive Eaton suddenly found 
himself signed to a two-year con- 
tract as a full time professional 
with one of Britain's top clubs. 

Clive did not manage to set the 
world on fire but — without realis- 
ing it — had taken the first steps 
on the long road to Australia. 

For a season and a half he was 
a reliable and hard-working 
member of Stoke City’s reserve 
grade squad and looked likely to 
remain there until Mike Laing 
came knocking on the door one 
day. ; 

Jt is typical of Clive’s career - 
which had many more downs 
than ups until this year - that 
Laing went to Stoke trying to sign 
another player, lan Moores.

However, Waddington would 
have none of it and recommended 
Eaton instead. 

Understandably, Laing wanted 
to see his new player in action 
and fronted up for a Reserve 
Grade match where Clive was on 
the bench, 


He was promised a run in the 
second half but, it being a vital 
match and the scores tied at 1 - 1, 
the promise wasnt kept. 


Laing, apart from being one of 
the shrewdest men in Australian 
soccer, is apparently a bit of a 
gambler too because he decided 
to sign the stocky young striker 
sight unseen. 


“| wasn't too keen on coming 
to Australia,’ Clive admitted this 
week, but he allowed himself to 
be influenced by his mother and a 
few of his mates. 

This in spite of the fact that 
those of Stoke's players who had 
been to our shores were less than 
impressed by the soccer set-up in 
Australia. 


West German clubs Hertha-Zehlendorf 03 
and Paderborn will visit Australia next year. 


Hertha says it has two 
games lined up in NSW — 
one of them in Wollongong — 
and wants a game in Mel- 
bourne or Geelong on Satur- 
day, January 6. 


Paderborn, which plays in 
the top amateur league of 
Westphalia, will play in Vic- 
toria and South Australia next 
June. 


Paderborn’s visit presents 
country centres like Morwell, 





Shepparton, Geelong or Bal- 
larat with a big opportunity to 
stage an international match, 
as it would be difficult for the 
Germans to find suitable 
dates in Melbourne at that 
time of the year. 


Hertha will be on its sixth 
visit to Australia. 


Its Melbourne games over 
the years have been against 
Victoria in 1970, Ringwood 
Wilhelmina in 1972, Keilor- 


It was thus that Clive Eaton 
finally stepped onto Australian 
soil at Sydney Airport in the 
summer of 1974. 

For a while it seemed his luck 
had finally taken & turn for the 
better — what with five goals 
scored in his first three matches 
with the Magpies. 

Alas, this was only 8 moment 
of sunshine before the storm. 


“| didn't realise It then but | 
was not going to have a full 
season of football for the next 
three years,” Clive recalled. 


Soon after the season started a 
few ill-chosen words by Eaton, 
directed at referee Frank Sbisa 
in a competition match, were 
allowed to develop into an in- 
cident which drew a very heavy 
penalty. 

Clive was charged with 
sundry offences, including one 
of spitting, which he vehe- 
mently denies to this day, and 
a 12-month suspension was 
slapped on him.

He bitterly blames the ascala- 
tion of the incident on the referee. 

Clive would not let the matter 
rest and prepared a strong 
defence — complete with several 
eyewitnesses — for his appeal. 


The merits of his case must 
have impressed his judges — at 
least to a degree — as the sen- 
tence was reduced to six months. 


Western Suburbs told the sus- 
pended player that, although his 
wages were to be cut drastically 
for the six months, they never- 
theless wanted him to stick 
around for a fresh start next sea- 
son. 

“| thought: why. not stick it out, 
so | stayed?” Clive remembered — 
and so he hoped for a new dawn 
in 1975. 

It was not to be. 


A tom hamstring muscle 
forced him out of tha game for 
17 weeks, followed by months 
of agonising effort trying to 
get back to match fitness. 

Finally he made it and then tore 
a cartilage, which side-lined him 
for three months during 1976. 


An operation was recommenc- 
ed but Clive took a gamble (and 
after that litany of misfortune who 
could blame him?) that his body 
would heal itself. 

“It turned out all right, 1 am 
now 100 per cent,” he said. 

And so came 1977, Wests in 
the Philips League and Clive 
Eaton in tip-top shape for once — 
unsuspended and uninjured — 
ready to play his part in Australian 
soccer's greatest adventure. 

Apert from a couple of 
smaller knocks he lasted out 
the season, playing in 24 
league matches, scoring seven 
goals and playing a big part in 
Wests’ brilliant early run 
which saw them tead the com- 
Petition for the first six 
rounds. 

They hung on to second place 
until the 11th round and con- 
tinued to play a major part in the 
championship race throughout 
the year. 

The impetus of 1977 carried 
over into 1978 — at least as far as 
Clive was concerned. 

All memories of injuries, sus- 
pensions, the substitutes’ bench, 
were gone this year.

His thoughts, as far as soccer is 
concerned, are centred firmly on 
the Philips League, where he con- 
sideres Hakoah easily the best 
team in Australia, closely followed 
by Marconi, “who always give us 
a very hard time.” 


Clive deflected any com- 
parisson between the PSL and the 
NSW championships which exist- 
ed before the national com- 
petition started two years ago. 


"In the old days we always had 
matches which we knew would 
pose no great challenge, but there 
are no easy games in the Philips 
League,” he said. 


“It is a_major league, which is 
finally showing Australians what 
soccer is al! about.
